Whether these emplacements 
had ever been used by the Germans is a 
matter of doubt. At any rate, the guns 
were not there when the allies arrived. 
If they had been transferred to the 
aiarne salient or were on their way 
there, they probably have now been 
removed to their original location. In

lies.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Sinking of 


the American tank steamer O. B. Jen- 
nings yesterday, 100 miles oft the Vir- 
ginia coast, announced today, revealed, 
the presence of at least two German 
submarines on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. The second raider has been oper- 
ating off the coast of Nova Scotia and 
nearby waters lor several days. 


Wireless calls for assistance from 


the Jennings 
yesterday 
aprxarently 


brought the first Information that a 
submarine was In the waters where 
the first raid was carried, out in May 
and June, Patrol boats rushed to the 
assistance of the tanker, but when 
they arrived the ship had been sent 
to the bottom. They picked up one 
boatload 
of survivors. Search 
was 


continued today for the second boat, 
containing the captain and 13 men. 


First reports to the navy department 
today placed the number of survivors 
landed at 30, but later it appeared that 
32 might have been picked up. 


Only meagre details of the sinking 


have yet been 
received. 
Presumably 
the Jennings was sent down by shell- 
fire, but this will not be known defi- 
nitely until naval officers have had 
opportunity to question the survivors. 
All hands on board got away in the 
small boats, and as the weather was 
fair it is expected the missing men will 
be found either by patrol or passing 
steamers.

LONDCOT. Aug. 5.—On 
the British 


front the Germans have withdrawn be- 
tween Montdidier and Moreuil, a dis- 
tance of 10 miles. The French hold the 
Slopes down to the western eide of the 
Avre river. 


The situation around Albert is some- 


what obscure, but the British have been 
closely following the enemy and it is 
probable that the Germans have by 
now evacuated the eastern bank of the 
Avre. The villages of Hamel and Dern- 
acourt are in the possession of the al- 
lies. 


The situation is generally considered 


highly satisfactory and the indications 
seem plainer that the Germans do not 
intend, further south, to make a per- 
manent stand on the banks of the Aisne; 
but that they will retreat to the Chem- 
in-des-Dames ridge, which is one of the 
strongest positions in France and for 
the moment will try to hold the French 
while getting away with their great 
accumulation of stores and munitions. 


The retirement of the Germans be- 


tween Montdidier and Moreuil is over a 
front of approximately 10 miles. 
On 


the southern half of this front Ameri- 
can contingents have been stationed 
for some time. Along the northern half 
of the line the French, on two occa- 
sions, have driven into'the German lines 
so that their front before the present 
German withdrawal began ran along 
tho hills dominating- the Avre river 
from Castel to Aubvillers. 


This withdrawal, taken in conjunc- 


tion with the German retirement across 
the Ancre from Dernacourt to Hamel, 
about 14 miles to the north, may mark 
the beginning of a German "strategic 
•etreat" which may-have been planned 
to forestall a British attack which Lon- 
don despatches had indicated was im- 
minent to this sector. 


Berlin Admits Retreat 


BEP.LIN. via 
London, Aug. 5.—The 


Germans on both sides of Albert have 
retreated from the western to the east- 
ern bank of the Ancre river, according 
to the German official communication 
issued yesterday.

BOARDS—WAR PLANTS WANT 


REJECTED DRAFTEES 


CAMP DEVENS, Aug. 5.—So many 


men have been rejected within the 
last two weeks that munition factory 
managers have come here asking that 
the men declared unlit for military 
service be steered toward their plants 
as they leave the cantonment. Some 
have been signed up for such jobs be- 
fore reaching their homes, it is ^un- 
derstood. 


The suggestion has also been made 


that the state employment agencies 
undertake the solution of the probien 
of finding good jobs for the hundred^ 
of rejected draftees who have filed out 
of the camp daily. 


This new situation arises out of the 


seriously large number of rejections 
disclosed by the report just made,after 
the completion last Friday of physica.' 
examinations of recruits. 


Out of the 14.S69 draftees sent to 


Devens from New England states in 
the last draft, 169S were rejected anc 
have been turned back, after only a 
few days in the army, to the home; 
and jobs they thought they had left 
for the duration of the war. 


Such, a large number of rejections 


—12.75 per cent—seemed so unneces- 
sary and so great a handicap to offi- 
cers in forming a new division that 
Provost Marshal Gen. Crowder yes- 
terday ordered a telegram sent to 
local boards charging that some o 
them "have performed their work in- 
differently." 


He put it mildly, it seems, from a 


study of the. causes of rejections. 


It is possible that further actior 


may be taken to point out to certain 
boards their apparent carelessness 01 
unwillingness to co-operate with the 
military authorities. 


In a large proportion of the cases, 


medical officers have no fault to rind 
But at least one-third of the rejected 
men, it appears, had physical short- 
comings which non-medical men would 
see.

The long- campaign In 
the trenches In Europe has put the sol- 
diers to a greater teat than the fighting 
men of the past were submitted to in 
the worst of the numerous old xtfars. 
They have stood that test, and the 
hundreds of thousands who survive the 
cannon's blast and the rifle's bullet 
will emerge physically fine specimens 
of manhood. 


It is not necessary to look to the 


United States or over to Europe to 
see that the human race has not de- 
teriorated. 
Canada is a small nation, 


compared with its tremendous neigh- 
bor and with other allies. It had a pop- 
ulation at the census in 191.1 of 7,200,- 
000, 
about half of whom were males. 


Out of the young man part of this 
total 500,000 men have measured up to 
the severe medical test of the army, 
and some tens of thousands of others 
have been examined and rejected for 
..Jnor defects that do not interfere with 
their life as civilians and do not threat- 
en to shorten their days appreciably. 
The men who were taken to tlje field of 
war have lived in the "open, through 
the heat of summer and tho cold and 
snow and wet of winter, and the thun- 
der oS the guns has been constantly 
n their ears. 


The stress of the deadliest warfare 


has not broken their spirit, and they 
stand ready today to face the attack 
from a powerful enemy and to deliver 
It In return. 
In view of these facts,

failure of the ship to leave the ways 
was that so much of the shoring was 
knocked away that the weight of the 
boat caused the cradle to wedge in the 
ways. 


The shoring is the planks that hold 


the boat free of the ways while it is 
being built, when this is knocked away 
the boat and its launching cradle set- 
tle upon the ways, held only by what 
is known as a "key board." When this 
"key 
board" is cut away the boat 


slides down the ways, dropping its 
cradle as it strikes the water.

They said that members of the U- 


boat crew told them there were four 
submarines operating oft the Atlantic 
coast, but they expected more to ar- 
rive soon. 
Naval officers here were

asserting that it was 


probably told to cause alarm among 
the 
civilian 
population 
in 
coastal 


towns.

Bake all breads and pastry of sub- 


stitute flours more slowly and longer 
than wheat doughs. Substitutes make

E>o not 


chill pastry crusts before baking.

American 
Tank 
Steamer 


Sunk 100 Miles off the 


Virginia 
Coast 


Reveals Presence of at Least 


Two Enemy .Submarines on 


This Side of the Atlantic 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Sinking of 


the American tank steamer O. B. Jen- 
. nings yesterday, 100 miles off the Vir- 
ginia coast, announced today, revealed 
the presence of at least two German 
submarines on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. The second raider has been oper- 
ating off the coast of Nova Scotia and 
nearby waters for several days. 


Wireless calls for assistance from 
the 
Jennings 
yesterday 
apparently 


brought the first information that a 
submarine was in the waters where 
the first raid was carried out in May 
and June. Patrol boats rushed to the 
assistance of the tanker, but when 
they arrived the ship had been sent 
to the bottom. They picked up one 
boatload of survivors. Search 
was 


continued today for the second boat, 
containing the captain and 13 men. 
First reports to the navy department 


today placed the number of survivors 
landed at 30, but later it appeared that 
32 might have b^en picked up. 


Only meagre details of the sinking- 


have yet been, received. Presumably 
the Jennings was sent down by shell- 
fire, but this will not be known defi- 
nitely until naval officers have had 
opportunity to Cjuestion the survivors. 
All hands on bri'arcl got away in the 
small boats, and as the weather was 
fair it is expected the missing men will 
lie found either by patrol or passing 
steamers. 


PARIS. Aug. 6.—The long range gun 


bombardment of the Paris region was 
resumed this morning. 


In more than one instance, during 


the last few months, the opening of 
long range shelling of Paris has been 
the signal for a German offensive move- 
ment. The original bombardment was 
begun on March 23. just as the first 
German offensive on the Marne front 
was accompanied by a resumption of 
the shelling of Paris by the German 
giant cannon, the firing beginning on 
July 15, after an interval of more than 
a month. The firing ceased the next 
day and was not resumed until today. 


Meanwhile , the advancing allies oji 


the Aisne-Marne front had uncovered 
two emplacements for the long-range 
weapons. Whether these emplacement 
had ever been used by the Germans is a 
matter of doubt. At any rate, the guns 
were not there when the allies arrived. 
If they had been transferred to the 
Marne salient or were on their way 
there, they probably have now been 
removed to their original location, in 
the fprests of St. Gobain. near Laon. 
where they are safe from the threat 
of any immediate advance by the al- 
lies.

Thirty-six men wore burned to death 
on the decks of the War Knight, set 
afire by tho collision, and one of

Jennings' crew was drowned. 
The Jennings, a menace to shipping 


•with her cargo of oil afire, was shelled 
by British warships 
until her decks 


were awash and the fire extinguished. 
The ship then was towed into shallow 
water and salvaged.

livered before nearly 16,000 people on 
the comnaon yesterday, .Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, noted English woman, as- 
serted that every strike declared in 
this 
country 
is 
strengthening 
the 


nsnds of the kaiser and making it 
harder for the allies to win the war. 


She warned workingmen that they 


must not think they arc safe from the 
ravages of the kaiser and the German 
army, and reminded them that their 
sons in the American army in Europe 
are not only lighting for the oppressed, 
but for their own homes and families. 
Sweep Away Class Lines . 


Mrs. Parkhurst expressed in force- 


ful language her hope "iliat the war 
will sweep away the horrible class dif- 
ferences which separate 
humanity," 


paid a linu tribute to the women of j 
England who are working il) the mu- 
nition factories, and to womanhood in 
genera! which is doing ali in its power 
to help win the war. She praised the 
American working woman, and, in re- 
sponse to a question at the close of 
the meeting, declared thai the women 
of France are an inspiration. 
The speaker paid her respects to the 


British labor party war program, and 
stated it as her belief that not one in 
fifty of the members had read it. She 
grouped all the parties that affiliated 
with ills labor party during the war. 
Speaking of one branch, she said:

the only ones who have kept the truce 
are the women. "When the war came." 
said she. "the women forgot every- 
thing else and looked neither to the 
right nor the left; their only goal was 
and is to help win the war." 
Points Out Menace to U. S. 


Speaking as to who shall have the 


right to settle the war, Mrs. Pankhurst 
said: 


"We believe in democratic institu- 
tions. We elect our parliament, and 
in England not only the men but the 
women, too, will elect the next par- 
liament. 
The only people who can 
settle this war, .the only people who 
have the right to discuss how the war 
should be settled, are the elected rep- 
resentatives of the people, responsible 
not to one section alone, not the people 
of one opinion alone, but the people 
who represent all the various opinions 
that make up the public opinion of a 
country. This is the opinion of the 
great bulk of the British people." 


Toward the end of her address, Mrs. 


Pankhurst said in part: 


"And you . American men. Do not 


think there is no danger tor you. Do ' 
not think tha.t it is only to help the 
peopie of Europe that your sons have 
crossed the Atlantic in large numbers 
to fight, as they are fighting so brave- 


ly.

This new situation arises out of the 


seriously lar^e number of rejections 
disclosed by the report just made after 
the complc-tion last Friday oi physical 
examinations of recruits. 


Out of the 14,StJy draftees sent to 


Devens from New England states in 
the last draft, 
1698 were rejected and 


have been turned back, after only a 
few days in the army, to jhe homes 
and jobs they thought they had left 
for the duration of the war. 


Such a large number of rejections 


—12.75 per cent—seemed so unneces- 
sary and so great a handicap to otli- 
cers in forming a new division that 
Provost Marshal Gen. Crowder yes- 
terday ordered a telegram sent to 
local boards charging that some of 
them "have performed their work m- 


' dirterently." 


He put it mildly, it seems, from a 


study of the causes of rejections. 


It is possible that further action 


may be taken to point out \o certain 
boards their apparent carelessness or 
unwillingness 10 co-operate with the 
military authorities. 


In a large proportion of the cases 


medical otlicers have no fault to find.

American woman soldier in the entire 
allied army.

to speak on the 


tragedy of that wonderful little coun- 
try and what can be done to assist it. 


Sergeant Ruth Farnam 'is probably 


the best known of the many devoted 
American 
women who have given 


their services freely to the cause 
democracy in this war. 
She was born 


in a sleepy Long Island town, but al- 
ter her marriage made her home in 
England. 
During tha Bujgariaa war 


she went to Belgrade, to visit a friend. 
The sight of 
the wounded 
Serbian 


soldiers drew 
her 
ijnmediatb sym- 


pathy, and without previous training 
she elected to assist in tliu hospital 
there. 
In this work she learned to 


nave a high regard tor the courage 
and patriotism oi this race, and wnea 
Austria, attacked Serbia m 1914, she 
volunteered her services. 
She sold her magniiicent estate, de- 


voted the proceeds to Serbian relief, 
gave up entirely her life of leisure, 
and has served steadfastly aiul un- 
remittently 
in 
various 
capacities 


throughout the entire war. 
Part o. 


her time was spent in Serbia during 
that awful typhus epidemic in whicn 
many brave American 
and Englisn 


workers perished. 
She lectured in 


England and America, raising large 
urns for the hospital and refugee 
work in Serbia, went back twice to 
-Macedonia, to attend to the distribu- 
tion and administration of the entire 
relief work, and. throughout all this 
..ot only paid her own expenses, but 
contributed freely as well. 
Sergeant Farnam was the first wo- 


man of any nationality to enter re- 
conquered Serbian territory, and be- 
cause of her conspicuous daring on 
certain occasions, was permitted to 
go to the front lines. 
On Xo Man's 


land, at the famous battle of Brou. 
m 1016, she was mado a sergeant ot 


Royal Serbian cavalry, and lired 


tiie first shot for the allied advance to 
Monastir.

geant Farnam was 
decorated

with the Order 


of St. Sava, with the order of the 
Royal Serbian Red Cross, and with 
the Ordor of Gossovo for personal ser- 
vice to the wounded in battle.

by men, women and lovers.

forenoon, the Illinois Soldiers' club had 
•ecord crowds for their Saturday and

It was announced 
that an effort would be made to launch 
it at high tide Monday. 
Will Investigate 


"I have heard rumors that hostile 


influences may have been at work to 
cause this trouble," said Mr. Schwab 
after the failure.

The launching was scheduled to take

Crew of "Sub" Which Sank 


Dornfonstein Tells of Work 


off Atlantic Coast 


Claim Mine Laid by U-56 


Sank U. S. Cruiser San 


Diego off Fire Island 


A CANADIAN PORT. Aug. 6.—The 


United States cruiser San Diego was 
Hunk off Fire Island last month by 
a mino laid by the German submarine 
U-56, 
which captured and burned the 


Canadian schooner Dornfonstein 
in 


the Bay of Fundy last Friday, ac- 
cording to statements made by mem- 
bers of the crew of the submersible 
to sailors from the sailing ship who 
were taken on board the submarine. 
Four 'Subs Here Now 


The captain and crew of the Born-1 


fonstein arrived here late last Satur- 
day night after having been held on 
the U-boat for live hours and then 
ordered to take to their lifeboats and 
make for the nearest point of land. 
Upon their arrival they were ques- 
tioned by the naval authorities. 


They said that members of the U- 


boat crew told them there were four 
submarines operating off the Atlantic 
coast, but they expected more to ar- 
rive soon. 
Naval officers here were 


inclined to discredit this story of re- 
inforcements, 
asserting that it was 


probably told to cause alarm among 
the 
civilian population in 
coastal 
towns. 
U-Boat 200 Feet Long 


According 
to the survivors' story, 


all but the captain were taken into 
the interior of the submarine, pass- 
ing through the engine room to what 
they described as a "sort of hold." 
The captain, however, was kept on 
deck. 


While held prisoners the sailors 


were offered a meal of bully beef and 
rice and were assured by their cap- 
tors that they could eat the food 
without fear of poison, as the U-boat 
was "not after'them." 


The submarine,' /according- to the 


Dornfonstein's crew, was more than 
200 feet long and mounted two guns, 
said by the Germans to have a cali- 
bre of 5.9.
